Tbe  East  Orange  Water  Supply. 

The  East  Orange  water  supply  is  now 
completed;  all  the  pipe  is  now  laid  that 
has  thus  far  been  considered  necessary 
by  the  township  authorities;  every  hy¬ 
drant  has  been  set,  and  we  ‘have  at  coin 
maud  an  ample  and  most  satisfactory 
water  supply,  sufficient  for  every  demand 
upon  it.  The  system  embraces  15W 
miles  of  street  mains,  laid  in  almost 
every  street  of  the  township,  and  137 
double  nozzle  fire  hydrants  of  the  most 
approved  pattern.  For  nearly^  a  year  an 
almost  constant  fire  pressure  of  from  80 
to  100  pounds  to  the  square  inch  has  been 
kept  up  by  the  powerful  pumping  en¬ 
gines,  and  during  all  that  time,  and 
under  such  pressure,  but  two  trifling 
leaks  have  been  discovered  in  the  whole 
Une  of  street  piping.  The  supply  of 
water  at  the  wells  has  shown  nio  signs  of 
diminution,  even  under  the  heaviest 
draft  of  the  driest  weather  of  the  sum¬ 
mer.  There  are  already  225  consumers 
of  the  water,  and  applications  for  connec¬ 
tions  accumulate  faster  than  they  can  be 
filled.  The  water  is  remarkably  pure, 
oold,  and  agreeable,  and  most  of  the  con¬ 
sumers  use  it  for  drinking,  as  well  as  for 
all  other  domestic  purposes,  in  preference 
to  their  well  water.  The  total  cost  to  the 
town  for  fire  protection,  which  is  of  the 
most  ample  kind,  is  but  #60  per  hydrant 
I«r  annum,  or  #8,220 — about  one- third
